CUTTING DOWN SALAB1KS. 


The Suit Lake Herald has the follow- 


ing very timely remarks to make on 
the subject of cutting down the salaries 
of State officials, which is applicable to 
Nevada as well as many other States: 


" In many of the States the salaries 


of public officials are being cat. It is 
beginning to bo realized that the "pub- 
lic servants" are very much better paid 
and generally have considerably lost) to 
do than those who get, their living far 
from the public crib. 


"Most of the salaries of public of- 


ficials everywhere were tlxod in the 
tUys when there was nothing but a 
paper currency and when it took very 
much more to buy the necessaries of 
life, as well as its luxuries, than it 
doea to-day. While salaries of public 
officials may not. have been fixed in 
those days, the salaries of those daya 
have been used as the basis for them. 
In those old days it took two dollars of 
paper money to buy a dollar's worth of 
anything measured in gold or.silver. 
In theiie days, since the demonetization 
o? silver, tho purchasing power of the 
dollar has nearly doubled through the 
appreciation of ?olcl and the corre- 
sponding depreciation of all kind;) of 
products and manufactures,

" During the p:iat five or six years 


the country has been passing through 
a period of great depression. . It ha 
been necessary for everybody to ocono 
miza to the utmost extent, while few 
indeed are tho business concerns 
whether private or corporate, that have 
not" 
been compel led to cut, and tba 


very materially, their salary list. Bui 
this necessity haa not been felt by the 
Ifcderal or State Governments, or by 
tha minor municipal divisions of the 
States. One consequence has beeu tha 
the people have been compelled to pay 
very heavy taxes in tho hardest times 
Another consequence has b«en that the 
office-holders have not felt the uip of 
business distress and demoralization. 
The scaling down of the salaries o! 
public officials until they reanLi some- 
thing like tho level of salaries paid by 
private businessmen for similar services 
will meet, with popular approval all 
overlbe country."

A PUZZLING PARIS HOUSE. 


tt Has Twu Spiral Stairways Which Look 


Ltltn One »t 'j Iir. a, 


One of theBiflatestcmiosi'H = of Paris 


is the house with the double sourcaio. 
It does not figure in the gniclcLoot und 
is not among the places of interest thKt 
arc photographed, but, for all that, it 
is of greater interest than many of tho 
things that come within this class. 


This house has entrances at 8G Bae 


Badzivill and at 18 Buede Valois. It is 
in the quarter of the Palais Boyal—that 
palace now given up largely to restau- 
rants and cheap jewelry shops, and once 
the residence of the most licentious of 
French princes, the regent d'Orleans. 
The quarter is one of the most central 
in Paris, and all Americans who have 
been In Paris'know it, bat the house, 
which ia a few steps from the Palais 
Boyal, tho Buede Rivoli and the Louvre, 
escapes general attention because it faces 
ori dark audvnarrow streets. 


Each staircase begins on opposite aides 


of the central spaou of the bouse and is 
continued separate right-up to the roof. 
They are in a graceful spiral form. The 
houso is nine stories high, a very con- 
siderable height for ouo so old. As yon 
look rp the wall yon can hardly realize 
that there is more than one stairway. 


The result of this arrangement ia that 


one stairway takes you to the first floor 
apartment ou the right, the second floor 
on the left, and so on. Tho otter stair- 
way takea you to the first flooi- 011 the 
left, tbe second floor on the right, nnd 
BO on. 
You mr^t bo very careiul to 


cheese the right stairway wbeu yon are 
going to au apartment, otherwise yon 
may niount as farns the sixth floor and 
find yourself on tbe 'wrong side of the 
house.
